Marengo last week went to Dale and 
other points where Lincoln spent bis 
early life to get data from early set- 
tlers. 
On this trip he learned that Samuel 
Bruner. a farmer 
living two miles 


north of Dale, had a gun once owned 
and used by Lincoln and meeting Mr. 
Br uner he inquired as to the relic an3 
in the end purchased it 
The gun Is an historical one It was 


purchased in 1823 by Abraham Lincoln 
and Hemy Bruner at Vincennes They 
had walked to the old post to do some 
trading and bought the gun to hunt 
on their trip home, and after arriving 
there, continued to use it as a part- 
nership gun until 183'), when Lincoln 
moved to Illinois. Bruner then bought 
Lincoln's interest In it and kept the 
iiearm until 1872 when it went to an 
adopted Son Samuel Bruner of Dale 
ill Hobson is 
therefore the third 


owner of the gun. 
Mr Hobson brought 
the firearm 


home with him last week. It is a long 
barrelled shot gun and \B in good con- 
dition 
The wooden stock has been

Hasty Or III Timed Weddings. 
It is fitting and fortunate that a 
young lady In a large city who has 
Slven her happiness Into the keeping 
of a man with his own way to make, 
should be Ignorant of her peril, and 
that charmed by lover she would take 
It for granted that he will succeed But 
the rest of the world has no excuse for 
being equally blind, since the rest of 
the world is aware that there is no 
recipe by which a gtrl of twenty can 
secure a 'guaranty either of domestic 
happiness or ability on the pait of her 
lover to hold his own In the competi- 
tion for a livelihood 
It is easy for 


the moralist of society, writing at his 
desk to utter the solemn truth that 
young people should not rush hastily 
Into matrimony. 
Assurredly 
they 


should not. But after all Is it to be 
wondened at tha,t so many of them, do' 
Love Is the law of life. The renewal 
of the race through the union of the 
sexes Is an Instinct which asserts it- 
self in spite of code and thesis, and 
the institution of lawful wedlock Is the 
bit by which civilization regulates it. 
Let us, says the modern fecientist, Is- 
olate the degenerate members of so- 
ciety, the diseased, the vicious and the 
improvident, and prevent them from 
having offsprings.

the people is to notify the coroner and 
it is the duty of the coroner to hold an 
inquest. 
In cases of sudden 
death 


from natural causes a physician can 
sign a burial certificate If he knows 
the cause of death, but In case of ac- 
cident the physician has no right to 
sign the certificate. 
Mrs. Sweet's terrible Injury 
and 


death was due to pouring gasoline on- 
to a fire. 
The fluid caught and the 


woman was frightfully burned. 
She 


suffered awful agony for several hours 
and died at 8 p. m. Monday. She Is 
survived by four sons, Charles, Frank, 
William, and Henry Sweet \ and three 
daughters, Mrs. Nora Craig, Mrs. Mar- 
tha Moore and Mrs. Mary Horn.

LAW IS CONSTITUTIONAL 


Supreme Court Says That Corporations 


are Required to Make Reports 


Each Year. 


APPLIES TO STATE CHARITIES 


Springfield, .Feb. 17— Special to The 
Herald — The constitutionality of the 
act of 1901, requiring corporations to 
submit annual reports to the secretary 
of the state, was upheld by the su- 
preme court-today. 
The act also pro- 


vides for the cancellation of charters 
of companies which fail to report. The 
decision was in a case brought by Hll- 
lel Lodge, Independent order of B'Nal 
B'Rith, whose contention 
was that 


the. term "active business" as used in 
the statute showedK Intertt on the part 
of the legislature to make the act ap- 
ply solely to corporations organized for 
pecuniary profit. The supreme court, 
however, holds that the words apply 
to all corporations that do what they 
are permitted to do by their charters. 
The constitutionality of the act was 
also attacked upon the ground that 
the legislature has no power to. put 
a corporation out of business. The su- 
preme ,court holds the evident purpose 
of the law was to facilitate taxation, of 
corporations, and to provide informa- 


n for the taxing officers. •
